David R. Collingham - K3LP 


Many SCDXC members knew and loved David. In particular he was one of the driving forces behind the 
youth program in the elementary school he attended in Fontana. He was also a familiar face at the Visalia 
gatherings. 


David was a banquet speaker at the IDXC presenting his DXpedition to Libya. We recall that he was 
stopped at the port of entry. The authorities did not want Americans entering the country however they 
were happy to let the non-American team and the equipment in. David immediately got on his cell phone 
and began to negotiate moving the DXpedition to Montenegro. That forced the Libyan’s hand and they 
caved, letting the whole team into the country! He was a real negotiator. 


Here is a tribute from his good friend Paul Ewing, N6PSE: 


David had been on over 70 DXpeditions, visited over 100 different DXCC entities, operating from 62 of 
them. He was a leader or co-leader on over 14 major DXpeditions. He was inducted as a member of the 
CQ DX Hall of Fame in 2014. In addition, he activated Most Wanted DXCC Entities; 8 of the Top 10 and 
16 of the Top 50. Over the last twenty years, he had supported numerous youth education and develop- 
ment projects, and youth sports. 


On Friday, January 5th, 2018, David let his dog outside. David later took his truck to search his 25 acre 
property when his dog did not return. David found that his dog had fallen into an icy pond that adjoins his 
property with another property. 


David made the heroic decision to go into the pond to try to save his dog. 


After some time had passed, David's wife Rebecca went looking for him. She found his truck at the pond 
and called 911. Fire personal recovered David's body as well as his dog. Efforts to resuscitate him were 
unsuccessful. David lived his life bold, courageous, and heroically and he died trying to save his beloved 
dog. He will always be a hero in our hearts.

Another year has come and gone. What we can say is that there was plenty of 
DX to be had! 278 entities were worked by SCDXC members (green back- 
ground) and 278 entities were worked by SCDXC members in the Southern Cali- 
fornia counties. Members on ClubLog worked 289 entities (both the green and 
pink backgrounds). Of the 11 entities SCDXC members missed a few were enti- 
ties not reported active. 


As expected the lions portion of entities were worked in the first month. Many of 
the leaders worked DXCC within the first few days! The majority of these were 
also active all year except possibly the summer months which were extremely 
slow. On all the other months an active DXer could work 180 or so entities. This 
puts to rest the notion that there is no DX on the bands as has been touted at 
many club meetings.

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2017 Get Schroeder Contest Results 


Looking further into the results even the leaders 
missed 15 to 29 entities that other members worked. 
There is always room for improvement. You cannot 
be there for all the openings! To compound this 
about 9 of the entities worked exclusively by non - 
SCDXC ClubLog leaders could have been worked. 
May be a few could have been active when the band 
was closed to Southern California. Possibly a little 
planning would have caught several of these. The 
Wake Island station that was active announced his 
operating time. He was on only for a few minutes for 
two nights. The stations that worked him did so by 
listening at his announced time and frequency. Then 
only those who hunted around worked him. He 
QSYed up 5 KHz after a few QSOs. This same sort 
of attention to detail can improve your count. This is 
part of the fun and it refines skills needed when a 
real rare one magically appears on the band. 


Club membership is around 170. Only 47 are on 
ClubLog and registered as SCDXC members. Only 
40 of those live in the SCDXC counties. Out of that 
only 26 were on ClubLog that worked 100 or more 
entities. That seems a little anemic particularly com- 
paring it to the 90 plus ClubLog members affiliated 
with NCDXC. Though they worked far fewer entities, 
24 to be exact, there were 30 NCDXC members 
who worked 100 or more entities and another 10 
worked more than 70. In part the lower numbers for 
NCDXC leaders are may be attributed to the lack of 
a contest like Get Schroeder. The CQ DX Marathon 
is a good activity however for some it is overwhelm- 
ing to compete against that large a pool. Most sub- 
mit there scores just to track their improvement from 
year to year. A local contest always improves results 
whether it is a DX contest like CQWW or the Mara- 
thon.
